the public Stamp-Masters appointed by the Trustees for Ma- 
nufactures in Scotland, specaily to the act of Parliament, 13th 
Geo. I. cap. 26. in consequenee of an opinion entertained that 
those fabrics, of which any part was cotton, did not fall with- 
in the meaning of the law. And one of the Trustees Survey- 
ors having, by their order, seized a piece of Ticking, (which, 
was made chiefly of linen, with a small proportion of cotton- 
yarn) and having brought an action against the dealer, it 
came ultimately before the Court of Justiciary, on the 7th 
December, when the Court, after’ consideration of full me- 
morials, and hearing counsel for both parties, declared the 
cleth to be forfeited, and the dealer liable in the statutory pe- 
nalty for exposing it to sale unstamped; thus settling the point 
of law relative to the stamping of such cloth. And where- 
as the expediency and utility of stamping are obvious, inas- 
much as it gives a perfect security to the buyer, both as. to 
the sufficiency of the cloth and justness of the measure, for 
which the stamp--master and his cautioner are responsible ; 
and tends, in the most effectual manner that could be devised, 
to preserve the reputation of the manufacture, both at home 
and abroad, to protect and facilitate fair dealing, and to 
promote the permanent interests of the Public at large :—

HOUSE OF COMMONS—Dec. 3. 

Sir F. Buaperr gave-notice, that immediately after 
the hollidays, he fhould make a motion relative to the 
tfeatment of the perfons confined in Cold Bath-fields 
prifon, and refpecting the management, &c. of that pri- 
ion in general. 

The order of the day for taking into confideration 
the report of the Committee appoinred to enquire into 
the ftate of the herring fifheries, being read, 

Mr N. Vassirrarr entered into the detail of the 
report, and moved that the prefent order thould be dif- 
charged, and a new order made for Tuefday, the 12th 
of February, 17993 which was agreed to. 

COMPLAINT OF BREACH OF PRIVILEGF, 

Mr Tierney faid, that it was his intention to move 
that the order of the day for the further confideration 

_ of the complaint he had made on a former evening of 
a breach of privilege, fhould be difcharged. No man 

could with more than himfelf to fee the dignity of that 
Houfe afferted on all nece# ary occafions; but it having 
been ftated in The Times, un the day following the de- 
bate on the’ article complained of, that it was not the 
with of its conductors to mifreprefgnt, but only to 
publith what they thought a more correct report of the 
converfation that had pafled in that Houfe on the even- 
ing of the Saturday before, he could have no with to 
{ubject the editor or proprietors of that paper to hardfhip. 
Mr Wyrwpuam obferved, the Houfe could not over- 
look the breach of its privileges which formed the fub- 
je@ of that evening’s difcuflion, without at the fame 
‘time overlooking, not merely what it owed to its dig- 
nity, but eflentially what it owed to its fafety. If the 
practice was permitted to prevail, in his mind, Gentle- 
men would not merely give their fanction to every un- 
_ bluthing violator of the rights of Parliament, but he 
did think the whole political conftitution of the coun- 
try would be fubverted, the reprefentative form of its 
legiflature changed to a democratic “domination; and 
the mixed charaéter of our incitimable ccaftitution loft, 
and funk in that usity of all kinds of follies mixed with 
all kinds: of vices. What was the real difference be- 
tween the reprefentative and the democratic form ?— 
The reprefentative he confidered as compofed of mem- 
bers chofen by the people, and the electors delegating 
to them the management of their affairs, were left to 
exereife their’ functions ‘undifturbed and uncontrolled, 
not indeed without adequate refponfibility, till the ex- 
piration of the legal term of their fitting. ‘The demo- 
cratic form was that in which the people in general 
were permitted to jadge' of the ‘meafures-of | the 

Government, every. one ag it arofe, difcufling its 

principle, conjeauring its tendency, and unfold- 

ding its character. Ele would not fay that the prac- 
tice of giving the debates of that Houfe to tne public 
through the medium of the news-papers had produced, 
or would of itfelf produce democracy ; but that prac- 
tice would effentially change the relations of the people 
with that Houfe, and of that Houfe with the people, 

Ic gave the people an opportunity of fitting in judgment 

every day on the meafures under difcuflion in that 

Houfe, tumultuoufly to exprefs their difapprobation 

or approbation—and favoured the propenfity of all vul- 

gar minds, perhaps alfo of minds of no mean endow- 
ments, to form premature and intemperate decifions 
upon the whole matter, long before the detail of its 
parts and the charaéter of its principle could be difcuf- 
ed and unfelded by the legiflature. 
Were fuch publications only addrefled to perfons of 
- judgment, what was mifthievous would be difcovered 
and reje€ted ; but thofe papers circulated where pam- 
phiets could not, they went into the pot-houfe, were 
read by perfons unfitted to judge for themfelves. Gen- 
tlemen might fay, that thofe perfons ought to be in- 
ttru@ed. True; bu: it would never be fpoflible. to 
make men in their fituations good judges on abftrad 
queftions of Government. If thefe were his ideas of the 
general effect of that practice how ftood the queftion as 
applying it in a narrower point of view—the dignity of 
the Houfe. Were not even the attitudes of members 
made the fubjeét: of comments and their names, like 
thofe of aétots, mentioned by the writers of newfpapers 
with every kind of grofs, indecent, and illiberal far- 
cafm. In another country, as long as there remained 
jn it, a fhadow of reprefentation, the mere rabble of 

Paris from the galleries controuled’ every thing, and 

were in effeé the only reprefentatives of the people.— 

-—He had now ftated his opinion, and if the path was 

to be fo opened that it would be free to all kinds of paf- 

fengers, he would fay, what would be its effects? He 
deplored the multiplication of News-papers ; he thought 

News-writers not the fitteit and moft enlightenec 

teachers of morality 3 and reminded ‘the Houfe that in 

the year 1771, a Printer, who-had ‘been called to their 
bar for this offence, {tated, in mitigation, that it would 
ruin him if he were not permitted to publifh the de- 
bates, from which alone he derived fupport to his pa- 
per. This wes a proof of the wide circulation of fuch 
writings ; and was the Hou, to fit indifferent while 
the prefles of the News-papers were preparing papers 
for all quarters of the country, fraught with poifon a- 
gaiait allegiance, with fentiments that would teach the 
people to alienate their affections froin the Sovereign ; 
bring that Honfe into difcredit with their reprefenta- 
tives 3 and Jeflen their own virtue, by telling them that 
great have no virtues? He affured the Houfe, that 
he never faw a man with a News-paper in his hand, 
without regarding him with the fenfation that he was 
taking poifon. Having recapitulated the feveral topics 
dwelt upon by him in his fpeech, Mr Windham con- 
cluded with obferving, that having declared his opinion 
of the practice, and not withing haitily to bring the 
Houfe tack to its former ufaze, he fhould make no mo- 
tion on the fubject at prefent. 

Mr Wixsexroace expreffed his with that all mif- 
reprefentation thould be avoided, in detailing the pro- 
ceedings of the Members of that Houfe, He was not 
prepared to fubferibe to the opinion, that the people 
fhould not be informed of the conduct of their Repre- 
fentatives in that Houfes he thought they fhould, and 
that they fhould hold an eye on their own Keprefeata- 
tives, and on the Reprefentatives at large, fo that ata 
general eleétion they thould be able to judge how far 
their particular intereit had been contulted, and the in- 
tere(t of the whole State. When he fatd this, he did 

not mean to fay that this indulgence fhould be illimita- 
ble; bounds undouNedly ought to be prefcribed to it, 
—He was perfuaded, that it the reports cf the debates 
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were faithfully given, the poifoa would carry its own 

antidote, for he trulted, that fuch was the good fenfe 

of the people of England, that they would not be mif- 

led by any fophiftry, however artfully conveyed. 

Mr Dunpas thought, that as this notice had got on 

the journals, it was proper that it fhould alfo appear on 

the fame regilters that there was fome reafon why the 

Houfe had confented that it fhould be difcharged. He 

thought the dignity and utility of the Honfe could not 

be better preferved than by avoiding all mifreprefenta- 

tion of the proceedings of it; but how was this to be 

done, was it by calling a poor printer to the bar ?—Com- 
mon libellers were punifled by the law ; but that TToufe 
was libelled by its own Members. An Hon. Member 
who chofe to abfent himfelf trom that Houfe, could ap- 
pear and fpeak elfewhere in a celebrated club; but he 
could aflure the Houfe, that if no Member took notice 
of fuch fpeeches in furure, he fhould. A Member of 
Parliament was invefted with extenfive privileges, he 
could not in a certain degree be called to any account for 
what he delivered in his place—in return for fuch pri- 
vileges, it ought at leat to be expected, that he would 
treat the Houfe with decorum and delicacy. The Hon. 
Member himfelf who preferred this complaint, was not 
free of blame—fome of his expreflions on fuch occafions 
obtruded themfelves on his memory. Towards the pro- 
rogation of the laft Seflion, at one of thofe meetings, 
that Hon. Gentleman declared, that when Parliament 
met for difpatth of bufinefs, it met to difpatch the mo- 
ney out of the pockets of him and his conftituents. 

Mr Tineney replied, that the Pight Hon, Gentle- 
man had placed him in a very aukward fituation. He 
would ?alfo appeal to the candour of the Right Hon. 
Gentleman, if it was fair to throw out any allufion to 
another Gentleman who was not in his place, and of 
the purity of whofe intentions he was fully perfuaded. -- 
As to any thing that he might have faid, if he had ex- 
ceeded the bounds prefatibed by Jaw, ‘he was fubject to 
the law, and the cenfure of that Houfe. 

Mr DunpaAs faid, he had brought down the papers 
which contained the expreflions he had alluded to, that 
in cafe any motion had beer made by the Hon. Mem- 
ber, for proceeding in this bufinefs, he might avail him- 
felf of it as an argument, that the Houfe of Commons 
was libelled by fome of its own Members, and that 
fome mode fhould be adopted to prevent fuch libels in 
future. : ! 

The Arrorney Genera felt himfelf called upon to 
make fome remarks on what paffed in the courfe of the 
debate, refpecting a fpeech which he ftated to have been 
inferted in one of the public papers, purporting to have 
been delivered by an Honourable Géntleman on the 22d 
of June, 1798. Could he conceive that a fpeech, fach 


he confidered it as a libel upon him as well as upon 
Parliament ; but whether a@ually {poken or not, the 
publication of it was equaily culpable. It was undoubted- 
ly a part of his duty to take notice of publications fuch 
as this; but on fuch occafions there was always an 
anfwer, which at times feemed irrefiltible to juries. It 
was this—If the Houfe feels nothing, and does not 
take care to vindicate its own honour, dignity, and 
character, why fhould the Attorney General? He 
hoped the office which he held would hereafter be 
placed in better and more competent hands, and that 
his fueceffor would be relieved from the neceflity of 
huoting down individuals ; and that the Houfe would 
not fuffer fpeeches delivered in public houfes at Covent 
Garden, and other places, to be publifhed, in which 
fome of its members were faid to retail libels on it- 
felf. 

It was time to put an end to this fyftem, which had 
now prevailed fot four or five years. Profecutions, 
when they failed, did fo, in nearly all inftances, be- 
caufe the Houfe did not itfelf refent the libels which 
were uttered again{t it. He,was happy to bear, that 
his Right Hon. Friend had promifed in future to take 
notice of any fuch mifconduct ; and. he had the firmett 
conviction, that if the Houfe took ‘care of itfelf, they 
would find nothing deficient in a people, grateful for 
the benefits and advantages derived from an envied Cor- 
ftitution. 

The Houfe, upon the Sreaxrr putting the quef- 
tion, agreed to the complaint being withdrawn and 
the order for taking it into confideration was alfo, 
with the acquicfcence of the Houfe, immediately dif- 
charged. , 

TAX UPON INCOME. 

The Cuancetror of the Excuequer moved the 
order of the day, for the third reading of the bill. 

M. Nicwoxts made a fhort fpeech in oppofition to 
the bill. 

Mr Azsort faid, that the bill in its prefent {tate had 
his full concurrence, as the material cbje¢tions which 
had been firft offered againft it had been done away in 
the fubfequent. 

Mr Tierney thought the collection of the prefent 
tax would alarmingly increafe the influence of the 
Crown. He thought the diftin@ion between the com- 
mercial and landed’ Gentlemen with refpeét to prevent- 
ing the difclofure of income, very partial, and could 
not help faying, that ifthe Right Horourable Gentle- 
man had turned his attention to the fubjec, he could 
have devifed a mode~of giving the fame advantages to 
the latter as the formef. 

Mr Pirr faid, he only rofe to {peak to a matter 
which had been mentioned with refpect to not extend- 
ing to the landed intereft, the fame~degree of fecrefy 
as obferved in the inveftigation of the income of com- 
mercial men. He begged leave to fay, that he had 
not declined bringing forward that meafure, becaufe 
he had not maturely confidered the fubject, but be- 
caufe having confidered it with the molt ferious atten- 
tion, he found he could not with confiltency fuggelt 
any provifion on that point. The relief adopted for 
commercial men, arofe from the peculiar nature of 
trcir firuation and affairs, and required competentt 
judges to enter into and form an opinion on the various 
details and complicated concerns in which they were 
neceflarily engaged, but that was far from being the 
cafe with the landed Gentlemen, 
_ After fome further debate on the queftion for the 
third reading bemg put, the Houfe divided. 
Yor the motion 93—Againlt it 2—Maijority gt. 
Mr Pirr then brought upa variety of new claufes, 
which were added by way of rider to the bill. 
‘The further proceedings in the third reading were, 
on the motion of Mr Pitt, poftponed till to-moriow. 
Adjourned at half paft one. 
JANUARY I. 

THE INCOME BILL. 
Mr Pitt moved the order of the day for proceeding 
on the 3d reading of this bill. 
Mr Pirr propofed fevcral amendmeuts to the bill 
which were adoptéd. Sir G. P. Turner propofed an 
amendment the object of which waste reduce the affef- 





as that to which he alluded, had been actually delivered, 


ment of widows and {pinflers poffeiing an annuity of 
300l. to one twentieth initead of one tenth of their ia- 
come. ’ 

The amendment was negatived. 

Sir Jas. Puctwey rofe to propofe an anfendment in 
which he {tated he had two objeéts in view, one was to 
place the landed intere(t upon the fame footing 2s the 
commercial ; the‘other to prevent the inconveniences aria 
ing from difclofure to the landed interelft. 

"The Hon. Gentleman had faid that the difclofy re 
would be attended with greater vigour and eflicacy in 
the execution of the meafure, which meant, he fuppof- 
ed, that it would produce more money. If fo then it 
was an unequal tax, and :o far a departure from the o- 
riginal principle. He hoped the difficulty of the _mea- 
fure with regard to the relative numbers of the different 
defcriptions of perfons who cime under the operation 
of the bill would no longer be brought forward as an 
objection to what he propofed. 

From the flatement of the Hon. Gentleman himfelf, 
the landed intereit had nearly one halt of the income 
of the country. What he then withed was no injuftice 
—lIt was not to put the few upon a footing wich the 
many, but to give to the many thofe advantages which, 
whether rightly or wrongly he was not now enquiring, 
it had veen thought proper to give to the few. 

It had been argued againft the amendment he pro- 
pofed that publicity gave popularity to the meafure. He 
fhould not fay a word againit this argument if the pub- 
licity was general, but as it was, the argument might be 
turned with equal facility againit thofe who urged it.— 
Befides it was the intention of the bi'l to raife a large 
fum of money, and to’ talk of its popularity under fuch 
a circumitance, was to proceed upon pringiples perfectly 
contrary to the common -reafon and feelings of man- 
kind. Heconcluded by moving a verbal amendment 
on the Commiflioners oath, to prevent the difclofure of 
the income of landed proprietors. 

Sir W. Putrney feconded the motion. The ob- 
ject of the amendment, he-obferved,was to make a very 
fimple alteration, in confequence of which, what per- 
fons-propoied to pay fhould be fent under cover and 
fealed up to the Commiffioners, fo as to prevent the ai- 
{effors trom knowing in the firft inftance, for what fum 
the perfon making the return had affefled himfelf. 

Mr Pirt {faid he had {tated his objeétions to this a- 
mendaent fo fully. on former oceafions, that it was not 
neceflary for him to take up the time of the Houfe now 
upon the fubje&t. ‘The alteration it was true, was, as 
the Hon, Baronet had {tated it. very fimple ; bat its 
fimplicity confifted in the words and in the form only, 
for if it were adopted it would greatly embarrafs the ex- 
ecution of the bill. With regard to the fuppofed in- 
convenience of difclofure, ‘he did fee a reafon for urg- 
ing that argument fo far as related to the commercial 
intereft, but he never could agree to extend it farther. 
It was ftrange indeed that becaufe the Houfe had a- 
greed to confent to one alteration in favour. of a given 
fet of men, that the fame alteration fhould be infitted 
upon with regard to another, who by no means ttood 
in the fame firuation. He was therefore under the ne- 
ceflity of oppofing the amendment. 

Sir Jas. Puttney explained. 

Mr Simeon {poke againft the amendment. 

Sir Wittiam Pucrney and Sir James Puttney 
explained. 

Mr Jounes conceived the amendment to be founded 
upon the moft {trict principles of iterling jultice. No- 
body more than he admired and refpected the commer 
cial intereft of the country. ‘The men who compofed 

it, had by their efforts augmented the national wealth, 
and eftablifhed the profperity of the’country ypon the 
moft permanent bafis; but he hated invidious Piiltinc- 
tions, and it was his opinion that this bill went to cre- 
ate one between the landed and the monied intere{t.— 
This evil he thought would be completely removed by 
the amendment. 

As an inftance of the hardfhips which might arife 
from the disclofure of the,income of the landed interett, 
he ftated the cafe of a gentleman having an eltate of be- 
tween 2 and 30c0 a year, one half of which was entuail- 
ed upon his fon. Suppofe then that the afleffor fhould 
learn that the fon had mortgaged the one half of the ef- 
tate which was entailed upon him, and was to inform 
the father of this. ‘The father might fay he could not 
avoid giving him one half of the eltate, but he fhould 
take care that he fhould not have the other. 

It had been ufed as an argment again{t the amend- 
ment, by an Hon. Secretary, that fuch an alteration 
might make the people think that the bill was all a 
juggle, and that the landed intereft paid. nothing, but 
the fame argument might be applied with regard to the 
monied intereft. It was obvious, however, that the a- 
mount of the fam raifed would fhew what had been paid, 
and completely fet afide any thing that might be urged 
on this head. 

As the biil now food he confidered it to be a very 
unfair and unequal act of legiflation. ‘Though it tended 
to create an invidious diftinction between the landed 
and monied intereft, he trufted it would not have that 
effect.

The Commander in Chief givés orders that the pre- 
fent act hall be printed in both languages, French and 
Italian, and made public : 

Art. 1. His Majelty declares, that he renounces the 
exercife of all power, and he efpecially orders all his 
fubjects whatever to obey the Provifional Goverament 
which is about to be eltablifhed by the French Gene- 
ral. 

Art. 2. His Majefty orders the Piedmontefe army 
to confider itfe!f as an integral part of the Freach army 
in Italy, and to obey the French Commander in Chief 
as their own. 

Art. 3. His Majeity difavows the publication of the 
proclamation circulated by his Minifters, and he gives 
orders to M. Le Chevalicr Danican, to furrender the 
Citadel of ‘Turin, as a pledge that no refiftance what- 
ever fhall be attempted againft the prefent aét, which he 
has emanated purely trom his own free will. 

Art. 4. His Majetty ifues orders to the Governor 
of the city of Turin to receive and execute precilely all 
orders which the French General commanding the ci- 
tadel fhall think proper to iffue for the maintenance of 
public tranquillity. 

Art. 5. No change fhall be made that can affect the 
Catholic Religion, or the fafety or property of indivi- 
duals. 

The Piedmontefe who are anxious to-‘change their 
abode, fhall have liberty to take with them their move- 
able effects, to fell and liquidate their property, in or- 
der tu export their value. The Piedmoatefe who are 
abfent are at liberty to return to Piedmont, and to en- 
joy the fame rights there as other citizens, nor hall 
they on any account be queftioned as to any actions or 
Writings previous to this prefent ac. 

Art. 6. The King thall be at liberty to repair to — 
(Sardinia was afterwards determined upon as the 
place.) In the mean time no arrangement thall be made 
that can affeét the fecuricy of his perfon. Until the mo- 
ment of his departure, his palaces and country houfes 
fhall not be taken pofleflion of by the French troops, 
nor fhall any property be carried off, and the guard fhal! 
be kept by thofe who have hitherto been employed in 
that fervice. 

Art. 7. The paffports and neceflury orders fhall be 
given, that his Majefty and all his family may arrive in 
fafety at the place of their retreat, They fthail be ac- 
companied by an equal force of French and Pied mon- 
tefe. 

Art. 8 In cafe the Prince de Carignan fhall remain 
in Piedmont, he fhall enjoy his property there, and 
thall be at liberty to leave it, as provided for the other 
fubjects of Piedmont. 

Art. 9. The {tate of the public Archives, Chetts, 
&c. fhall be immediately given in, and the feal fhall be 
placed on the chetls. 

Art. 10. The fhips of Powers at war with the French 
Republic, fhall not be received in the ports of the ifland 
of Sardinia.

Extracts of the last Dispatches received from Egypt. 
EGYPT—Sept. to. 

On the night of the 30th Auguit, twenty-two. En- 
glith Chaloupes, efcorted by two advice boats, appeared 
at the mouth of the Aboukir Canal. As_ it. appeared 
that they meditated a defcent,, the Adjutant General 
Efcale took his pofition there with # {trong detachment, 
which he obliged to lie down “clofe’te .the earth, that 
they might not be perceived by the Englith, to entice 
them to difembark without fufpicion ; but unfortunately 
a twelve pounder was difcharged, it funk two Chaloupes 
and the others immediately retreated. 

Tt was unfortunate th at they did not difembark, as our 
men were very anxious to fight them on land. They faid 
that if the Englith would debark 8 or goo, they would 
meet them with only 2 or 300 men. 

Sidi Mohawmed el Coraim, couvicted of treafonable 
correfpondence with the Mamalukes, aed of being a {py 
for them after having {worn fidelity to the Republic, has 
been fentenced to death, all his real and perfonal pro- 
perty is to be confifcated for the ufe of the Republic.— 
‘I'he execution took place on the 20th at noon, his 
head was carriedthrough the ttreets of Cairo, with the 
following writing :
